tried, “ Oh. what is so rare as a June 
d a y ' 
m W ashington! 
This Ju n e I 
have spent in Slkeston. Mo., the g a r­ 
den spot of the world, and 1 am as 
much enraptured as when gazing on 
the gentian fringed castles of the Po­ 
tomac. 
This town is the home 
of 
several 
millionaires and near milli­ 
onaires and enjoys the union distinc­ 
tion of being the richest town of its 
size in the world. Probably no other 
town in Missouri ha 
such tine m an­ 
sions ami well kept lawns, and a huge 
elm in tin yard of Mr. Stullcup ce r­ 
tainly vies in stateliness and beauty 
with the famous W ashington elms. In 
my limited traveling experience 1 have 
never seen liner or more picturesque 
home. They 
imply have to he seen to 
he appreciated. They have columns as 
large and driveways as spacious and 
artistic as human ingenuity can de­ 
vise. 
T hey have a $150,000 Methodist 
church here, and its grand columns 
and central location make it easily ’he 
“biggest 
thing" 
in 
Bikes ton. 
Free 
moving picture shows of a lofty ch a r­ 
acter are given in this church each 
Friday night. 
And these wheat fields 
around here are som ething wonderful. 
1 have gazed on the broad acres of 
the Minnesota w heat fields, hut they 
did not surpass these; I have beheld 
in am usem ent the great

of 
Iowa, black with growing corn, but 
they are not a m atter of g rea ter a s­ 
tonishm ent than are fields of “ neck 
h ig h ” corn which stretch for miles 
and miles down here. 
Wrheii Mr. Ed 
Matthew 
drove us around over the 
country in his big Marmon car and 
showed u 
his 2000 acres of w heat and 
corn and sunflowers spread out before 
us as level as the floor surrounded, 
as it was. by thousands of other acres 
as level and as radiant, and when 
great ripples rolled like immense w av­ 
es across this golden grain, with the 
June sunshine diffusing its glory, 1 
could not contain myself but became 
intoxicated w ith elation over the fact 
that such a land was located within 
the confines of my native state.

of that beautiful M ethodist church 1 
was telling you about. 
It looks fine

headquarters 
here and is a salesm an for the S tan d ­ 
ard Oil Co. 
Verily the world moves 
and Reynolds county’s products move 
with it. 
Everything around this town betok­

we were in the Sikeston Cemetery, and 
saw the m onum ents of the M atthews,

B a k e r and M arshalls 
and 
other early settlers. 
Many of these 
m onum ents cost $10.000.00 and more 


each and the cemet*ry as u whole will 
rival in beauty, «plendor and m agni­ 
ficence any country town cemetery in 
the world. 
It has a marble man oleum

have cost as much as 
many of those in the National Cem e­ 
tery at Arlington, Virginia. 
O ften ­ 
tim es after supper we g< and -it on

ALLIES AND HERMANS 
IN SESSION AT SPA 


Spa, Belgium, July 9, 
G«*rmanv’s 
delegate* signed at 11:45 o’clock this 
morning an engagement a««epting th«* 
terms «» ft he allit*«l note relative to 
disarmament 
pre**o>nte«l 
yest«*r«lay. 
This action was tak«*n under protest 
by th«* German representative*. 
'I ll«* allie«! note, which amounted vir­ 
tually to an ultimatum, )i«*mami<*«i 
that th«’ Germans accept th«* terms 
present«*«! by noon today, ami atipulat- 
«*«1 that, in the ev«*nt «*f the Germans 
failing to carry out th«* provisions of 
th** «!«*niands, allie«! forces would oc- 
eupy parts <»f Germany. 
The German* protested, in 
signing 
the <*ngag«*m«*nt, that the treaty 
of 
Versailles «lid n«»t oblige them to ac- 
quiesce in furth«*r t«*rritorial «»ccupa- 
tions except f««r failure to fulfill the 
treaty terms regarding reparations. 
The decision of the German Cabi­ 
net to «»hey th«* allied «lemaml 
was 
r«*a« h«*«i at an early morning 
ses- 
* ion todav, the vote being unanimous. 
The vote was taken after a telephonic 
communication with Reichstag leaders 
in R«*rliri a proving the acceptance and 
communicating 
the 
desire of 
th«* 
Reichstag and party leaders for the 
Cabinet at Spa to use its own judg­ 
ment. 
A unanimous decision also was tak­ 
en by the Cabinet that 
th«* 
aloes 
informed 
that 
Germany 
accept these 
stipulations 
possible occupation of the 
other terit«*ries, provided 
the disarmament was not executed ao- 
cording to the allies’ judgment. 
It was held that the German Cab­ 
inet was preclu<le«l by constitutional 
reasons from entering into any such 
arangement without the authority 
of 
Parliament. 
Hence, the allies 
w re 
requested to 
strike 
this 
paragraph 
from their «lemand, it being saui tint 
otherwise the Germans might not be 
able to continue the conference. 
The protest nia«le by the Germans 
in signing the engagement was sub­ 
mitted in writing. 
In it the «lelegates 
«lenie«! authority to consent to occu­ 
pation of German territory «*xc«*pt 
provided for in the treaty 
of V«-r- 
sailles. 
Wh«*n the German delegates inf«»rm- 
ed the Conference they were ready tv. 
sign, but were not 
empowered 
to 
agree to allied occupation if the dis- 
arniament conditions were not fulfill- 
ed, the allied representatives confer­ 
red among themselves, an«l Premier 
Lloyd George, as spokesman, told the 
Germans: 
*‘W'«* do not ask your agreement to 
the penalties. 
We reserve the right 
to take the cast* of non-execution of 
your engagements. 
We simply warn 
you of our intentions. 
It is notifica­ 
tion we have given you. purely and 
simply, of the measures you may ex­ 
pect if you do not disarm under the 
conditions specified. 
To these con­ 
ditions we ask your acceptance so as 
to adopt them with common accord. To 
sum up. penalties are for the allies 
alone, while we are making disarma­ 
ment a tw'o-sided matter.’ 
The disarmament protocol also con­ 
tains naval and aerial conditions. 
The conference also took the ques­ 
tion of German prosecutions of the 
war guilty up immediately after the 
disarmament protocol was signed, but 
-oon referred the mater to e x p e r t s for 
clarification of certain details which 


it was expected would he complete«! 
this afternoon. 
During the conference’s discussion, 
Carl Heinz, German Vice Chancellor 
and Minister of Justice, told 
how 
ha«l had begun preparations for the 
prosecutions, but had encountered le­ 
gal difficulties and no arrests had yet 
been made. 
The final decision of the allies set 
forth that Germany must: 
1. Immediately disarm «retain 
«d* 
its forces, including the security po­ 
lice. 
2. Publish a 
proclamation 
asking 
for th«* immediate surender of 
all 
weapons an«l firearms in the hands of 
th civilian population. 
3. Abolish immediately compulsory 
service. 
4. Surr«*nder to the allies all guns, 
arms and cannon wrhich it possesses 
above the limit tixe«l by the treaty of 
YVrsallies. 
The alii«*«! decision concerning dis- 
urmament rea«l: 
“ If on Oct. 1 
the 
Germany army is not re«luce«l to 15«,- 
0<)0 th«* alli«*s will proceed to occupy 
German territory in the Ruhr or afiy 
it her part of German territory, and 
will not evacuate it until all the con- 
uition of the present agreement have 
been fulfilled.”

Belgium, July 9.—Tht* Rus­ 
sian Sovift Government has accepted 
all the conditions laid down by Prem­ 
ier Lloyd George for a resumption of 
trade relations, as a result of the con­ 
ferences in London with Leonid Kras- 
sin, according to announcement made 
in British circles here tonight.
